dix. They ſubſcribe ſuch Annual Sums as every one 

thinks proper, towards ſupporting the Expences of 
the Society: and have their regular Meetings, in 
which all Buſineſs relating thereunto 1s tranſacted. 
And as moſt of theſe, when this Society was firſt form- 


ed, did live in or near London, they were then called 


RESIDING Members. The latter, are ſuch Perſons 


in Great Britain and Ireland, and other Proteſtant 


Countries, as are choſen to correſpond with the 


Society, on purpoſe to acquaint them with the 
State of Religion in their Neighbourhood ; to ſug- 
geſt ſuch Methods of doing Good as occur to 
them; to diſtribute Bibles, with ſuch religious, as 
well as uſeful Books, as mall be approved of, and 


recommended by che Society: and to remit any oc- 


caſional Benefactions, which they themſelves are 


pleaſed to contribute, or collect from well diſpoſed 


Chtiſtians. 
Bur for the better underſtanding the Nature and 
Deſigns of this Society, it is thought convenient to 
premiſe a ſhort Narrative of its Riſe and Progreſs. 
Anno Alt was about the latter End of the Year 1698, 
1608. that a few Gentlemen formed themſelves into a Vo- 


The Oficial luntary Society: and as ſuch, they with Unanimity 
of the Sccizty. and Zeal went on together in promoting the real and 
practical Knowledge of true Religion, by ſuch Me- 
thods as appear'd to them, from time to time, to be 


molt conducive to that End, till towards the Con-

a Charter was obtained from King WILLIAM I.

Parts of the Kingdom: and that thoſe Schools might S<h00» 
anſwer the true Purpoſes for which they were erect- | 
ed, the Society has not been wanting in their Corre- 


ſpondence (wich ſuch of their Members as have been 


concern'd in the Support and Management thereof) 
to recommend at all Times, that, together with Reli- 
gious and Uſeful Inſtruction, Care ſhould be taken, 
and all proper Means uſed, to inure the Children of 
the Poor to Induſtry and Labour, fo that they may 
become

become good Chriſtians, loyal, and uſeful Subjects: 
and be willing, as well as fit to be employ'd, not on- 
ly in Trades or Services, but allo in Huſbandry, Navi- 
gation, or any other Buſineſs, that ſhall be thought 


If moſt Uſe and Benefit to the Publick. With theſe. 


Views the Society printed and diſperſed ſuch a Ser 
of Rules for the good Order and Government of 
theſe Schools, as had been approved of by the Arch- 


biſhops and Biſhops, who directed, that the ſame 


ſhould be obſerved within their reſpective Dioceſes. 


But what Care they have taken, and what they have 


done in theſe Particulars, will appear from Ne II. in 
the Appendix.

Bxs1DE theſe General Deſigns, the Society under- 1710. 
took in the Year 1710 the Management of ſuch Cha- 
rities as were, or ſhould be put into their Hands, for 
the Support and Enlargement of the PROTESTANT Proteſtant 
Missrox, then maintained by the King of Denmark w 'f | 
at Tranguebar in the EasT-InDiIss, for the Conver- Trarehibier E 
ſion of the Heathen in thoſe Parts. Accordingly they, 

from time to time, aſſiſted the Miſſionaries there 
with Money, a Printing Preſs, Paper, and other Ne- 
ceſſaries, (as they were enabled) till the Year 1728; 
when, upon a Propoſal made by the Reverend Mr 
Schultze, one of the Daniſh Miſſionaries, to remove 
to Fort Sf George, and there begin a new Miſſion, __ 
for the Converſion of the Heathen at Madras, the At Mi. 
Society engaged for the Support of the ſame, though _ 
at an Expence that did then far exceed their Abili- 
ty, truſting to the Goodneſs and Blefling of Almigh- 
ty GOD; which Expence has been ſince greatly in- 
creaſed by an Addition of Miſſionaries, as well as 


the Enlargement of the Miſſion to Cudulore near At Cuitiee. 


Fort St David, another Engliſh Settlement. How- 
ever, the Society chearfully rely upon the ſame Wiſe 
and Gracious Providence, which has hitherto wonder- 
fully bleſſed this, and all other their Undertak- 
ings, to raiſe up ſuch a true Chriſtian Spirit, as will 
. abundantly ſupply all their Wants; ſuch a Spirit, as 
ſhews itſelf in Mr Profeſſor Francke, of Hall in 
Sacony, whoſe Remittances towards carrying on ſo 
pious and gloriousa Delign, have been large and con-

IN the Year 1720, the Society extended their Re- 


card to the Greek Church in Paleſtine, Syria, Meſopo- 


tamia, Arabia, and Egypt. To this End they pub- 


liſhed Propoſals for Printing here, with a new Set 
of Types, the New Teſtament and P/alter, in Ara 
bick : and were enabled, by the Bleſſing of Gop, on 

chiſu, nd the Recommendation of the Biſhops, joined to the 
Ariazment of Charity and Zeal of their own Members, to procure 
an Edition of above:6000 P/alters, and 10000 Tefta- 


ments, as alſo of 5000 Catechetical Inſtructions, with 


an Abridgment of the Hiſtory of the Bible annexed ; 


at ſo large an Expence as the Sum of 2976 J. 15. Cd. 
to Which His late Majeſty was a bountiful Contri- 


butor, by a gracious Benefaction of Five Hundred 
Pounds; 5750 Pſalters, 4098 New Teſtaments, and 


2188 Catechetical Inſtructions, with the Abridgment 


aforeſaid, have been already ſent to thoſe Parts; or 
into Per/ia,by means of their Correſpondents in R 


/ia, which were moſt thankfully received; and the 
reſt are reſerved to be ſent as Occaſion ſhall offer. 


THe Society having had the Pleaſure to fee the 


Succeſs of the Endeavours uſed in many Towns 


and Villages, for employing the Poor and their 


Children, by ſetting up WORK-HOUSES; They 


(chat nothing might be wanting to encourage the 


Proſecution of ſo uſeful a Deſign) did in the Vear 


1725 cauſe a Collection of the beſt Accounts of ſuch 


Work Houſes Moꝛk⸗Houſes to be publiſhed; which was reprint- 


xecommended. ed With very large Additions, in 1733 ; and is now 


diſperſed upon the uſual Terms of the Society, in 
order to recommend and forward, throughout the 
Kingdom, the Execution of the ſame Scheme, 


wherein 
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wherein a particular Regard ought always to be had 


to ſuch an Education of poor Children, as may, (by 


bringing them up in the Faith, Knowledge, and Obe- 
dience of the 5 prove, through the Grace oi 


God, the moſt effectual Means to make them good 
Men, and uſeful to their Country, as well as truly 


Happy in the Life that now is, and in that which 1s 


to comè. 


I the Beginning of the Year 1732, the Society, 
when they heard the melancholly Account of the 
Sufferings of the Proteſtants in Sa/fzburg, (having S!rzurg 
firſt obtained His Majeſty's Leave) reſolved upon do- 888 Nes 
ing all that lay in their Power to raiſe Collections 


for their perſecuted Brethren. To this End, in 


June the ſame Year, they publiſhed, An Account of 


the Sufferings of the perſecuted Proteſtants in the 


Archbiſbopricꝶ of Saltzburg, &c. and afterwards pub- 
liſhed, A further Account of their Sufferings, &c. 
with an Extract of the Journals of M. Von Reck, 
the Commiſſary of the firſt Tranſport of Saltzburgers 
to Georgia; and of the Miniſters that accompanied 


them thither, 1733. Theſe Accounts being enforced 


by the generous Example of many Noble and Ho- 
nourable Perſons, as alſo by liberal Contributions, 


and earneſt Exhortations from the Right Reverend

the Biſhops, and their Clergy; had, through Gop's 


Bleſſing, ſo good an Effect upon the Minds of cha- 
ritable and well-diſpoſed Chriſtians of every Rank 
and Denomination, that the Society (beſides making 
many large Remittances to Germany) have been ena- 


in the Years 1733, 1734, 1735, and 1741, Four 


Tranſports, conſiſting of more than two Hundred 


Proteſtant Emigrants, chiefly Saltæburgers; who, 
with two Miſſionaries and a Schoolmaſter, are ſet- 
tled by themſelves at Ebenezer : and there live in a

contented, comfortable, and hopeful Way, upon 
ſuch Lands as have been aſſigned to them by the 
Truſtees for Eſtabliſhing the ſaid Colony, 
Tux great Expence of theſe Tranſports, and the 


many extraordinary Charges that were neceſſary 


for the Support and Encouragement of this Infant 
Settlement; together with 100 J. a Year as a Salary 


for their Two Miſſionaries and Schoolmaſter, have 


ſo far reduced the Charities belonging to this Branch 
of the Society's Deſigns, that they have nothing left 


now to anſwer any future Wants and Cantingen- 
cies; excepting 2500/, New South Sea Annuities, 
which have been purchaſed as a ſtanding Fund for 


paying the aforeſaid Annual Salary to the Miſſiona- 
ries and Schoolmaſter, But the lowering of public 
Intereſt ſo affects the Society, that they know not 
how to make good this Annual Salary, without re- 


commending again the Saltaburg-Colony in Georgia, 


both to the Conſideration of the Government, and 
to the liberal Contributions of ſuch private Perſons, 


as have Ability, and wiſh well to it. What has been 
done on this Account may be ſeen gratis by any one 
who will give himſelf the trouble of calling on their 


Secretary, and inſpeCting their Books of Receipts 


and Payments, at their Houſe in Bartlett's Build, 


ings, London; of which, two Extras have been 


already publiſhed, and diſperſed among the Bene- 


factors to this excellent Charity, with the Thanks 
of the Society, and their Prayers that G op would 


eternally reward ſo great and ſeaſonable an Inſtance 
of Chriftian Beneficence, as was then miniſtred 
to perſecuted Proteſtants, when driven out of their 


native Country, under the moſt pitiable Circumſtan-

| the moſt prudent, uſeful and extenſive Manner they 

could. But ſuch is the Zeal, and Thirſt of good 

Chriſtians throughout Wales, for having the Holy 
Scriptures in that Language, wherein alone they can 
poſſibly read chem; that this Impreſſion (large as it 

Was) fell exceedingly ſhort of the univerſal Demand 

that was made for it. For which Reaſon, the So- 

ciety, from a compaſſionate and Chriſtian Regard to 

their Wants, put into the Preſs another Edition of 

the Bible, conſiſting of the ſame Number of Copies; 
as likewiſe of Five Thouſand New Teſtaments, and 

as many Common Prayer Books in the fame Language. 

This ſecond Edition alſo was, by the Blefling of Gop, 

happily finiſhed, and 1s diſtributing with ſuch Suc- 

ceſs, that the Society ſee more and more Reaſon for 

keeping it {till in their View to provide ſuch a Funp 

as will enable them at all Times hereafter to furniſh 

the poor Inhabitants of that Country, with the Bleſ- 

ſing of the Holy Scriptures in their own Language, 

at an eaſier Expence than thoſe of England enjoy it; a 

Blefling that ſeems to them the ſtrongeſt human Bar- 

rier againſt, the Attacks of Inſidelity, Popery, or Enthu- 

ſiaſm. The Society therefore have it at Heart, and 

will be ready to forward a third Impreſſion fo ſoon. 

as it ſhall appear neceſſary: and they be enabled to un- 

dertake it. In the mean Time, they doubt not but 

the ſame good Spirit and gracious Providence of Gop, 

which hath fo greatly proſpered them in this their 

Chriſtian and Proteſtant Undertaking, will not fail to

Faith in his only begotten Son, our Lord Feſus Chriſt :

quebar, which he undertook not merely for the Sake of 
gratifying himſelf with the Sight and Converſation of his 
beloved Fellow-Workers in the Lord's Vineyard there; but 
becauſe it had been thought adviſeable on all Hands, to 
confer with them upon ſome Matters of great Importance 
to the Miſſion. Accordingly, in the Month of April he ſet 
out on Foot for Sadras, diſcourſing with ſuch Heathens as 
he met with on the Road thither : and was there joined 

by Paul the Catechiſt, and Enoch the Schoolmaſter, (Paul's 
Father in Law) who, having arrived two Days before, 
had ſpent their Time uſefully, in diſputing with ſome Gain- 
fayers of the Romiſh Perſwaſion ; one of whom named 
dinnapen, a Man of Reputation, who had formerly been a 
Popiſh Catechiſt in Mallore, and ſeveral other Parts of the 


Country, but now confeſſed with Tears in his Eyes, that 


(from not knowing the Grounds of the Chriſtian Religion) 
he had gone on in Error for many Years. This Man is 
ſince come with three of his Children to Madras ; and, 
having at his own Deſire been taught the Way of Gop more 


pertectly, according to the Scriptures, he is ſince become 


a Catechiſt in the Proteſtant Miſſion. From Sadras Mr La- 
bricius continued his Journey to Cudulore, where he arrived | 


in Safety, though not without ſome Hazard, in the Neigh- 


bourhood of Pondichery: And taking Mr Hulleman along 


with him, proceeded on his Way; and at length after ſome 


Difficulties and Dangers in paſſing a Country that was the 
Seat of War) got well to Trangrebar. The Day after they 
entered upon the Buſineſs they came about, at which Mr 


Hulleman (who came on Purpoſe from Crdulore) aſſiſted; 

but his Affairs not admitting of a long Stay, he returned 
in a Fortnight. Here Mr Fabricius held frequent Confe- 
rences with his Brethren; and as it was almoſt twelve 
Years ago ſince he had been at T ranquebar, this was the

firſt Time he had ben Meſſieurs Klein, Schwartz, and PGI. 


zenhagen, his dear Fellow-Helpers in the Miniſtry. He 
alſo took this Opportunity of thanking in Perſon ſome Be- 
nefactors in this Place, who in the Years 1747, and 1748, 

had befriended the Miſſion at Madras, when the Calami- 
ties of War had brought it into a State of Diſtreſs and 
Exile. — Beſides, he never failed during his Stay here to 
accompany one or other of his Brethren to their reſpective 
Congregations: and to preach among them in order to 


make new Converts, to ſtrengthen their Diſciples, and to ex- 


Fort all to continue in the Grace of GOD which they had 


received. — However, after diſpatching the neceſſary Buſi- 
neſs he came about, and comforting, and rejoicing in one 


another, he departed home to Madras, where he happily 

arrived about the Middle of July, and found his dear Col- 
legue, Mr Breithaupt, together with all the People of the 
Miſſion in good Health, after an Abſence of three Months. 


At the Cloſe of hide Journal they inform the Society, 


that at the Requeſt of the commanding Officers of a Com- 
pany of German Soldiers, or Switzers, in Garriſon at Fort 
St George, and with the Leave of the Engliſo Chaplains 
there, they had begun to preach by turns German Sermons 


gratis in the Enghſh Church. To which they had been in- 
clined not only out of a compaſſionate Regard to the ſpiri- 


| tual Wants of theſe People, but alſo from a lively and grate- 
ful Senſe of their Obligations to the Honourable Court of 


Directors of the Eaſt- India Company, for their conſtant Fa- 


vours to the Miſſion,

The whole Number of thoſe who had been, (from the 


Beginning of their Miſſion to December 31, 1754) received 
into 
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into their Church was 1197; whereof 1091 belonged to 
the Tamuliay, and 106 to the Portugueſe Congregation. 
Such was the State of the Proteſtant Miftion at Madras, 
at the End of the Year 1754; ſince which Time the Soci- 
ety have been favoured with freſh Advices and Diſpatches. 
Meſſieurs Fabricius and Breithaupt, in their joint Letters of 
the 20th of Oclober 1755, and the 23d of February 1756, as 
alſo in their Journals, mention it as a very afflicting Circum- 
ſtance, and ſore Diſappointment, that they had received 
neither Letters, nor Stores, nor Remittances in Money, 
this Year by the European Ships; though theſe were all ar- 
rived except the Dorrington, of which nobody could then 
give any Account. — That they were hereby *< exceedingly 
** ſtraitened in the public Stock of the Society, and more 
« ſo in their own private Circumſtances ; being forced to 
fare hardly, and live more ſparingly, than can be ima- 
*« gined; having indeed little or nothing to ſubſiſt upon: 
« or to carry on their Deſigns ; but fuch occaſional Bene- 
„ factions in thoſe Parts as came from a good Providence : : 
or ſuch Loans as they could raiſe upon their own Credit.” 
— That „ they have moreover a Fellow-Fecling with the 
Poor and Indigent, the Widows, and Orphans of their 
<« reſpective Congregations ; who had been reduced to the 
<< molt pitiable Diſtreſs by the Ravages of War, and fic 
a Dearth of Proviſions, as made them ſtill apprehenſive 
d of a Famine.” << Beſides, it was an additional Concern 
and Grief to them that they were quite at a Lofs how to 
find out means for ſettling, into any way of getting their 
Livelihood, ſuch new Proſelytes, and Converts, as thould 
% for the Sake of Religion leave their native Country: or 
«© be abandoned and perſecuted by their own Relations, and 
„ Neighbours.” Many indeed of theſe Objects they had 
« been obliged wholly to maintain, ſometimes for Months

their Brethren at Madras ſuffer ; for Inſtance, + that thro 
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a Dearth, and Scarcity of Proviſions, the Price thereof was 


doubled: and what was worſe (upon an Alarm of a Famine 
from Bengal) it had been prohibited to export any more 
Grain from Madras, whence they uſed to receive plentiful 
Supplies.” — Beſides, their Settlements, and the Neigh- 
bourhood around them, were then more ſeverely harrafſed 
and ravaged by Enemies (both Natives and French) than 


any other Places on the Coaſt.” — To ſay nothing of 
the heavy Debt they have upon their M//7 on-Fund, which 


is a fore Grief and Humiliation to them. — However, 


ſuch was their Truſt and Confidence in Gop from their 


long Experience of his paſt Loving-Kindneſſes, that they 
kept up their Spirits, and were filled with Conſolation 
and Hope in the Diſcharge of their Duty ; after having 
learnt from the Goſpel, and Example of his Son JIESUs

Pleaſure of hearing «that a Collection had been made thro? 
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the Dutch Settlements in India, for Building a Malabar 
Church at Nagapatnam for the Benefit of the Tamulian 


Chriſtians; which Report had been fince confirmed to 


them by Mr Narmon!, once their good Neighbour at 
Cudulore, but now the worthy Governor of Nagapatnam. 
However, as to the Progreſs of the Chriſtian Religion it 
ſeems to be ſomewhat at a Stand in thoſe Parts, thro' the 
Circumſtances, and Troubles of the preſent Times: and 
the more ſo, as the French have gotten moſt of the Territo- 


_ ries around them into their Poſſeſſion, and have filled every 


Village with Popiſb Emiſſaries; who ſpread nothing but 
talſe Stories, and Calumnies againſt Proteſtant Miſſiona- 
ries: and thus create among ignorant People the greateſt 
Prejudices ; which they further ſtrengthen by the In- 
fluence of their Power and Riches.
